A CAHRGO OF EGYPTIAN RAGS, 

The surgeon general of the marine hospital 
bas received advices that a vessel loaded with 
rags from Egypt is due at Portland, Maine, in 
atew days. The acting secretary of the trea. 
sury was informed of the fact and at once 
telegraphed the collector of customs at Port- 
land not to allow the cargo to be discharged 
until the local health authorities have in- 
spected it.

ABRASION OF GOLD COIN, 

The chief ot the secret service of the treas- 
ury is informed by his agents that the prac- 
tice of abraiding gold coins by rubbing them 
together in a bey, with a view to utilizing the 
dust, isspreading. Tbe abrasion of one ope 
ration of .this sort is not at once perceptibdie, 
but coustant chafing wears away the coin. 
Some steps should be taken by congress to 
meet the case. Officials of ‘the mint bureau 
think tha! by redeeming al! clipped, punched 
and abraded coin at its market value,it would 
relieve the public of the annoyance it creates. 

INCREASE IN POsTAGE RECEIPTS, 

Twenty-five of the large postoffices report 
an iocreuse in the sale of postage stamps, 
postal cards, ete., for the quarter ended June 
30, over the corresponding period of the prey- 
jous year of $252.457, or about 6 per cent. 
These offices collect about 34 per cent of the 
total revenue. 

Ex-Senator Bruce, register of the treasury, 
will go to Ohio early in September, and begin- 
ning on the 10tb, he will make 25 speeches in 
that state forthe republican cause.

English,-as chairman of the state central 
committee. called and controlled this meet- 
ing. By pledging the members of: the dele- 
gation to work for the -nomination of Hen- 
dricks, which he knew to be impracticable, be 
secured what he desired, his own nomination 
to the vice-presidency. 

THE SUGAR TRADE. 

Phe report of tue commission appointed by 
Secretury Folger to investigate the importa- 
tivu of ddawaiian sugars will not be submitted 
to Secretary Folger probably before the mid- 
dle of August. The members of the commis- 
sion will meet in New York next week. 
The sugar trade, and = especiall the 
Louisiana people, are awaiting the publication 
of the report with muchinterest. It has been 
charged that sugarsfrom the far east have 
been brought to the Hawaiians Islands and 
thence imported into the United states free 
of duty as Hawaiian sugars under the treaty. 
The results of the commission in its investi- 
gation of this charge, it is said by some who 
are epgaged inthe sugar trade, will have an 
impertant bearing upon the action of the 
senate next winter and the proposed commer- 
ciaLtreaty with Mexico, This proposed trea- 


‘ty permits the free importation of sugars from 


Mexico, and it is argued by some that, if oth- 
er than Hawaiian sugars are imported free 
under the Hawaiian treatv,it is more than 
probable that other than Mexican sugars can 
be imported free under the proposed Mexi- 
cxun treaty. 


RAILROAD OPERATORS CALLED. 


The Field of the Striking Dieturbance Growing Lar 
“er mciti. 


Cuicaco, August 6.—The telegraph opera- 
tors on the Wabash railway system have 
given notice of their demand for an_ increase 
of pay of ten dollars per month, and for ex- 
tra pay for Sunday work, and that they not 
be required to handle Western Union busi- 
ness Guring its pending controversy with the 
brotherhood of operators. The Chicago and 
Alton railroad‘ officials deny having knowl- 
edge of a contemplated strike among their 
operators, but from the brotherhood the 
statement comes that the men will go out. 

New York, August 6.—The United States 
senate committee on labor and education 
met this morning and adjourned till MOn- 
day the 13th inst. They intendéd to begin 
the investigation into the present telegraph 


strike, but the witnesses, among whom were. 


Johf Campbell, John Mitchel, Eugene Con- 
nor and other leaders of the strike, cculd not 
attend owing to the additional duties devolv-

NO CHANGE NOTED 

The threatened strike of the railroad oper- 
ators, which it was announced would 
at noon to day, did not take place.. The Del- 
aware, Lackawanna and Western, Baltimore 
and Obio, and Wabash companies, which re- 
fused to accede to the demands, says none of 
their operators have yet struck. No explana- 
tion of the change of plan has been given by 
the officers of the brotherhood, and it is 
thought that the failure of the 
management having been forseen by them, 
the order was not given for strike. 

CuicaGco, August 6.—Up to one o'clock this 
afternoon no telegraph operators on the rail- 
roads running out of this city had quit their 
keys. At the general offices of the Chicago 
and Alton railroad the statement was made 
that nove of their employes had left up to 
that hour, and the same was true of all the 
other lines having headquarters in this city. 
The officials of all the lines have apparently 
guarded against the emergency, and have ar- 
ranged to run all trains on printed time tables 
in case the number of men going out should 
make this necessary. No delay in running 
the trains will therefore occur in any event. 

New York, August 6.—The officers of the 
Western telegraph company stated tu-day 
that the aspect of affuirs regarding the strike 
was entirely unchanged. They say that 
matters are improving, that their operators 
are doing well, and that business is kept mov- 
ing, that there was no material delay any- 
where-ana business was now going on as if 
there were no strike at all. 

THE RAILROAD STRIKE ORDERED. 

St. Lovis, August6.—The following order 
issued from here last Saturday, fell into the 
hands of the telegraph officials to-day: ‘‘To 
all operators and agents on the Iron Mountain 
railway: Unless otherwise notified, all mem- 
bers working for the Iron Mountain road will 
suspend work at noon, St. Louis time. Tues- 
day, August 7th, 1883. Agents should not 
refuse to perform their duties as agents, but ab- 
solutely refuse fo touch the key. Mail me at 
once notice of your concurrence with this 
order. Dy order of the exec 
utive board of the brotherhood 
of telegraphers of the United Stetes and Can- 
ada.’ Sivned by M. D. secretary. 
Charies . W. Hammond, superintend- 
ent of all railroad raph 
lines on the Gould soutnwestern 
system of roads, received to-day from M. D. 
Shaw, secretary, acommunication in behalf 
of the eperators on the Iron Mountain road, 
demanding an_ increase. of $10 per 
month on the salaries now 
paid; that no salary shall be 
less than fifty dollars per month, and that all 
Sunday work shall be compensated as extra 
service. Mr. Hammond will not pay any at- 
tention to the demands, but if the operators 
on the road go out he will man all the im- 
portant offices with others, and if necessary 
close all the minor offices along the line of 
the road.

ToLepo, August 6.—The threatened order 
to the telegraph operators on the Wabash 
railroad-to leave their places culminated at 
noon. Superintendent Selden has advices 
that four men only in the entire system un- 
der his management obeyed the order, and 
their places have been filled. He is confident 
no more will leave. 

BcurraLo, August 6.—Most of the operators 
employed on this division of the Lackawanna 
road struck atnoon today. The company 
was considerably inconvenienced but all trains 
were_able torun as ysual. It is said that 85 
out of 100 operators joined the strikers. The

LOUISVILLE, Ky., August 6.—A state elec- 
tion was held to-day for a full state ticket 
and legislature. The chief interest in this 
city was in the contest between local candi- 
dates. There was a great crowd 
around the polls and much _ = dis- 
order and drunkenness. Ten _ promi- 
nent politicians were arrested in the sixth 
ward for bribery. Vote on state ticket is 
light, Proctor Knott, democrat, leading Mor- 
row, republican, by 800 votes in the city at 
two o'clock. 

AN INTERESTING INCIDENT. 

A special dispatch to the Courier-Journal 
from Bryantsville, Ky., says a fatal election 
row occurred there to-day, in which two ne- 
groes were killed, two were’ mortally 
wounded, and three other men, two of 
them white, were seriously injured. A white 
man, who had sold his vote to both parties, 
was the cause of the trouble. He attempted 
to vote, but aman named Jenningsinterfered, 
and a wagon load of negroes coming 
with a yell, started to shooting. The kiiled 
and wounded are: Phil Fry and GeorgeSmith 
sbot dead, James Kinkead and Will Dunn 
mortally wounded and Green’ Broughan, 
William: Arnold and Robert Hallison serious- 
ly wounded. ‘The last two are whites.

ister’s hand, said: ‘‘God helping me I will en- 
deavor to become a better man and a dutiful 
prisoner.’ Since then, with the kindly aid of 
Mrs Blackburn and other ladies of the Paris 
Sunday school, he bas been one of the best 
prisoners within the walls. Sub- 
sequent to his conversion he 
was confirmed within the prison by Bishop 
Dudley, of the Episcopal church. While 
Rutherford was in jail at Russeleville Jesse 
James and bis gang were in the neighborhood, 
and though certain inducements were led to 
plan his rescue, but nothing cameof it, owing 
to the failure of certain members of the gang 
to show up andthe weakening of Rutherford’s 
brother, on account of the certain bloodshed 
to follow. Rutherford was never thought of 
in connection with the James gang, those 
desperadoes being simply utilized on account 
of their convenient presence. 

FRANKFORT, August 6.—David Ferguson, a 
prisoner from Louisville since April 4, went 
out of the penitenitary yesterday a free man, 
by virtue of a pardon issued by Governor 
Luke P. Blackburn. The pardon says: ‘For 
all moneys, etc, which it is charged he was a 
defaulter to the city of Louisville, or for anv 
crimes of which he now stands indicted.” 
He has been a clerk in the hospital here since 
his incarceration, a place to which he was 
well suited, and where he was much needed, 
He has not changed any in appearance dur- 
ing his imprisonment, except that he has 
lost about fifteen pounds in weight. He wiil 
leave here quietly to-morrow morning, in 
company with Mr. James Leech, cashier of 
Louisville City National bank, and will 
eo directly to his home, where awaits him the 
WarFtin welcome and embrace of aun aged 
mother, a wite made happy by his release, 
and tive young childrén, the oldest about fif- 
teen vears and the three. His 
friencs will make an effort to get him a situa- 
tion which will enable im to travel fora 
time, that he may the more composedly enter 
upon that trying ordeal of meeting people of 
Louisville, by whom he was once honored 
and who now are largely in sympathy with 
him. The crime for wnich Ferguson came tu 
the penitentiary was misappropriating money 
of the city which came into his bands as tax 
receiver. Some timein January or December 
a shortage in his accounts during his term of 
oftice was discovered, and false entries in bis 
books and forged receipts, etc., 
pointed so strongly to the fact that 
some fraud had been practiced against the 
city in which he had played a prominent 
part, the fraud having -been committed 
through his office. that the matter was taken 
before the grand jury by the mayorand the 
financecemmittee, who bad made a careful 
examination of the books. The result was, 
three indictments againts Ferguson, then 
occupying the office of back-tax collector, 
three against Philip Hinkle, city auditor,and 
a like nuniber against George W. Levi, assist- 
tant chief of the fire department, the latter 
two being charged with complicity. Subse-

Cope J. Snapp, Ferguson’s_ clerk, Was 
also indicted. Hinkle proved himself inno- 
cent. The jury in the Levi case failed to 
agree. In thecount on which Cope Snapp was 
tried, the commonwealth’s attorney dis- 
missed the indictment, and Ferguson was the 
only man who suffered on tbe first trial. He 
stood out until after the work of impaneling 
a jury had been completed, when he entered 
the plea of guilty, accompanied by a state- 
ment that he had appropriated the city’s 
money, but had fully expected at the time to 
return every cent of it. Said he had lent tage 
morey, and had been disappointed in havg 
it returned. The jury fixed his punishment 
at the lowest penalty for the offense—tive 
years. The amountof shortage was estimated 
at $65,000, but Ferguson claimed that he had 
never used the tenth part of that amount. 
Before Ferguson was incarcerated a _ pa- 
per signed by a very large number of Louis- 
ville’s best2citizens, praying his pardon, was 
forwarded to Governor Bluckburn, but his 
excellency refused to grant a pardon, stating 
that, as Ferguson had acknowledged his guilt, 
he could notinterfere with the course of the 
law. And sothe self-condemned man came 
and took his place behind the penitentiary 
walls. Much conjecture has been indulged 
in from time to time as to whether or pot the 
pardon would not be granted by the present 
governor before his retirement, and the feel- 
ing that such would be the case has grown 
upon the people, although but little has of 
late been said about it, and so thenews comes 
wit’ little of the shock of surprise here, and 
will perhaps create no more surprise in Lou- 
isville. 
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EIGHT-YBAR-OLD HOMICIDE, 


Interest In the Case of Edward Trodden, a Street 
Arab—The Coroner’s View of the Case. 

PHILADELPHIA, August 6.—The case of Ed- 
ward Trodden, the !ad of eight years, who 
killed William Walker, aged eleven, is excit- 
ing some interest in official circles, because of 
the coroner’s refusal to commit him to the 
county prison to await trial for homicide, The 
opinion prevails that in spite of the Jad’s ten- 
der years he is amenable to law for the crime 
committed. The coroner takes a different 
view of the matter, and statesitin this shape: 
“Tbe evidence was very clear. Trodden and 
another boy were sittingin a butcher's stall, 
in Twelfth street market. Walker trod on the 
boy’s toes, and Trodden told his friend to 
mash Walkerin the nose. The latter over- 
heard the remark, and hit Trodden, after 
which he started to run away. The former 
grabbed up a knife, and threw it after 
Walker, intlicting a wound in the abdomen, 
and piercing the liver, causing death from in- 
ternal hemorrhage. While the jury returned 
a verdict that Walker came to his death 
from injuries received atthe hands of Trod- 
den, it was evidently done on the impulse of 
the moment and without premeditation. 
My opinion is that no boy of eight years is 
responsible for murder, no matter what the 
lawyers muy say. Believing this, 1 wrote to 
the district attorney, asking if I had the pow- 
er to send the boy to the house of refuge, The 
only answer I received was that I couid com- 
mit to the county prison. I knew that much 
myself, and decided to return him to Magis- 
trate Pole, with a recommendation that he 
be sent to the house of refuge. I most post- 
tively refuse to send that boy to the county 
prison, to stand trial, and will adhere to my 
determination. If Iam impeached, itis but

ashort time. Holding to my opinion that 
children of eight or nine years of age should 
be sent tothe house of retuge, in place of a 
felon’s cell, until the guilt or innocence 
is decided upon, I returned’ = -Trodden 
to the magistrate. as my powers 
would not permit me to dispose of the case in 
that way. Little Trodden was found at Sixth 
district police station, where he awaits Magis- 
irate Pole’s return tothe city. He is a regu- 
lar street arab and bas not the slightest con- 
ception of his troubles. Barefooted and bare 

headed, dirty, without coat, and a single 
suspender holding up aragged pair of trousers, 
too short by a foot, the lad peered out between 
the iron grating olf his cell door, 


and, as he scratched his shock 
of. light hair, said he felt all right. 
There was no trace of tears in his shifty, light 
eyes, and the station-house people told his 
character in the expressive word, “tough.’”’

MURDER WILL OUT. 


The Crime of Three Ohio Men 
Twenty Years. 
Matamoras, 0., August 6.—The details of 
the murderof a New York citizen, after having 
been concealed for nearly twenty years, have 
just come to light here. In 1864 a syndicate 
of New York capitalists sent a man here to 
prospect foroil. Tne gentleman was well 
dresed, owned a fine team, displayed costly 
jewelry, and was currently believed to have 
$50,000 in greenbacks with him. After stay- 
ing here a short time he went to Archer's 
fork, a short distance above here on the river, 
and made his home with a man named Ward, 
After prospecting for a time he suddenly dis- 
appeared, and Ward said he had absconded. 
Ward was a poor man, working a small farm, 
but he soon after came to this place and 
erected a large hotel, displaying every indica- 
tion of having soddeate acquired wealth. 
This excited suspicion, and he was openly 
accused of murdering the capi.alist, but the 
charge could not be proved. Three young 
men who talked mysteriously of Ward’s sua- 
den wealth were sent west by that individual, 
well supplied with money, and after 
their departure the tongues of 
tne £OSs1ps gradually ceased to 
wag. ‘Three years ago Ward drepped dead in 
his yard, and with kis burial the aflair was 
furgotten. A few days ago, however, it was 
revived in athrilling manner. James West, 
a shiftless youth, who bad acquired money 
about the time of the prospectur’s disappear- 
ance, was taken seriously 111, and, believing 
that his end to be near, he sent for a minister 
and to him made a confession. Ward had 
told him of the treasure to be had the 
murder, and the two, with a butcher named 
Kirkbride, waylaid their victim and cut 
his throat with a knife, robbing him of his 
jewelry and $30,000 in greenbacks. West 
stated that a ring was allowed to remain on 
one finger of the corpse, as they were unadle 
toremove it. Theskeleton, he said, would 
be found in a certain well. The well has 
just been searched, and in it, under a pile otf 
vebris, was foundthe skeleton with a gold 
ring on the littie finger of one band. ‘Lhe 
discovery has caused a great sensation in this 
vicinity. The murdered .wans name has 
been forgotten.

Bloody Work, 

Viceroria, B. C., August 6.—The steamer 
Eureka, from the north, brings the news of a 
tragedy at Dakan mine, near Harrisburg, 
Aiaska. Two whisky sellers, Rennie and 
Martin, got drunk and unconsciously ex- 
ehanged cabins during the night. The In- 
dians broke into Martin’s cabin where Rennie 
was sleeping and stole a bottle of whisky. 
Rennie and Martin started after the Indians 
and in a fight Rennie was killed, 

The citizens in force arrested three Indians, 
contining them in the guard-house. Dufing 
the temporary absence of the guard the In- 
dians procured pistols, shooting the guard on 
his return, then fled. The firing awoke 
Major Givens, formerly of the United States 
army. He rushed to the rescue and was shot 
down and wounded. The Indians took an 
ax @nd hacked his head to pieces. The three 
indie then attempted to make their escape, 
but anunfber of miners, who reached the 
scene, shot one down, arrested the second and 
the third escaped. ‘The infuriated ‘citizens 
constituted themselves a jury and hanged the 
captured Indian on the spot. The next day 
Colonel Barry ordered the chiefs to produce 
the third ove, who had escaped. He was 
quickly delivered up and promptly hanged.

Maprip, August .—The outbreak among 
the Spanish troops occurred in the city of 
DGadajoz, capitol of the province of the same 
name. The garrison of the town, numbering 
7,000 men, pronounced for the republic, the 
constitution of 4869, and Ruiz Zorilla for 
president. Troops and _ people fraternize. 
Several regiments of soldiers have been dis 
patched to Badajoz to suppress the rising. 
The Badajoz garrison disarmed the gendarm- 
erie and the customs guards, oecupied the 
railway station, and closed the gates of the 
fortress. A ministerial order has been gazet- 
ted proclaiming a state of siege in Estrana- 
dura, and appointing -seneral Blanco 
commander of tbe fore( in that province. 
Kieven bundred persons’ participated in the 
proclamation of the republic at Badajoz, 
four hundred civilians having joined ihe 
soldiery. Itis believed that the insurgents 
seized several thousand muskets, which had 
been deposited in the fortress. The custom 
ruards refused to join the movement. It is 
stated at Lisbon that Ruiz Zorilla planned the 
rising. General Blanco is on his way to 
lsadajoz from Madrid with a strong force. 

An official dispateh received in Lisbon states 
that the rising of the military at Badajoz was 
not supported by the inhabitants of the city 
nor had it any support from tbe other pro- 
vinces of Spain. The insurgents are now 
marching to the Portuguese frontier, where 
they will be disarmed, and imprisoned. A few 
Spanish soldiers surrendered to the governor 
of Elvas, Portugal, to-day. Authority has 
been re-established at Badajoz. The leader 
of the revolt wasa colonel of cavalry. The 
insurgents on Sunday placed a _ portrait of 
king Alfonso on the balcony of the town 
hall with the idea of provoking a demonstra 
tion against the monarchy. ‘The portrait feil 
during the night. Bodies of troops of all 
arms took refugeat Elvas, Portugal, to day. 
The insurgents carried off 300 000 pesetas from 
the treasury when they retired to the frontier. 
An official despatch published in Madrid at 
seven o'clock this evening says the revolt has 
entirely ended. The insurgents have either 
been arrested in Spain or have fled into Por- 
tugal. The troops sent to suppress the revolt 
have been ordered to return to Madrid. The 
whole peninsula is tranquil. 

AN ENGLISH DEMAND. 
Lonpon, August 6.—A great demonstration 
took place to-day in Trafalgar square, the ob- 
ject of which was to protest against the ex- 
clusion of Bradlaugh from the house of com- 
mous. Thirty thousand persons were present. 
Tue meeting passed a resolution favoring the 
resistence by Bradlaugh of the mandate of the 
house of commons. Copies of the resolution 
were forwarded to the queen, Gladstone and 
to the speaker of the house. 

THE IRISH QUESTION, 
LonpoN, August 6.—Tbe murder of James 
Carey, the informer, continues to be the sole 
subject of conversation in Dublin. Carey 
bimself chose to go to Natal. He would not 
go to Australia, because he knew many Feui- 
ans, fearing arrest, had escaped to that coun- 
trv. Itis an open secret that Earl Spencer, 
lord lieutenant of Ireland, is nitich annoyed 
by the murder of Carey and the prevention 
of Kavanaugh and otber informers from land- 
ing at Melbourne There has been some 
angry correspondence between Spencer and 
prominent oflicials upon. the subject. The 
()bserver to day says it is rumored that Kava- 
naugh bas been murdered. From Meibourne 
itis stated that Kavanaugh and other inform- 
ers are stillon board of the steamer Pothan.

THE ANTI JEWISH RIOTS 

St. PETerspurGc, August 6—The Jewish 
residents of Ekaternoslav, Russia, were at- 
tacked by amobon the 2nd inst. The sol- 
diery had to be called out to disperse the ri- 
oters, tenof whom were killed and thirteen 
wounded. The trouble was caused by a Jew 
insuiting a peasant woman. ‘The town coun- 
cil of Ekaternos!av has resolved to give the 
Jews 5,000 roubles to compensate them for 
their losses, and to provide shelter for those 
who were rendered homeless, 

The riots were continued on the 3d inst. 
The mob attacked the Jewish quarters and 
destroyed many houses and lhquor stores be 
longing to the Jews. It is now reported that 
one hundred persons were killed or wounded 
during the rioting in town. 

ENGLAND IN EGYPT. 

Loxpon, August 6.—In the house of com- 
mons to-day Mr. Gladstone stated that the 
cholera had greatly delayed the reorganization 
of Egypt, and that an early withdrawal of the 
British troops from that country was not 
likely, asa stable government must be estab- 
lished in Egypt betore they are recalled. 

THE ISCHIA EARTHQUAKE, 

NapLrEs, August 6.—A child which was 
buried in the ruins at Cassimicciola, at the 
time of the earthquake on the 28th ult., 
was rescued alive last Saturday. The pope 
has decided to make the archbishop of Na- 
ples, a cardinal asa mark of his recognition 
of the services he rendered to the sufferers by 
tne earthquake. Nineteen persons, who were 
injured by the disaster on the island of Is- 
chia, died in the hospital here during last 
week. One hundred others who were wound- 
ed were discharged from the hospitals cured. 

THE POPE AND FRANCE. 

Rome, August 6.—The letter of President 
Grevy to the pope, in answer to the commun- 
ication of his holiness relative to church mat- 
ters in France justifies the position taken by 
the French government against the attacks of 
the clergy, and says that France has no in- 
tention of making war upon the church. M. 
Grevy says he hopes an agreement between 
his government and the vatican will be ar- 
rived at, now that both parties take a stand 
upon a loyal observance of the concordat. 

THE EASTERN PLAGUE.

My brother was 
always a wild, unmanageable sort of a fellow, 
and has been around the world several times. 
He married a Chicago lady named Burns, by 
whom he had two children, who are now in 
Chicago. I am going south. and may possibly 
go to Port Elizabeth, but I do not think I 
shall.” 
KANsAs Crry, Mo, August 6.—The belief is 
current among [Irishmen here that O’Donoeil, 
who killed James Carey at Port Elizabeth last 
Monday, is identicil with Captain Thomas 
Phelan, of this city. Phelan left here for 
Dablin several months ago, ostensibly to look 
after a legacy left by some distant relative, 
and but little is known of his subsequent 
oevements, except that he arrived in Dublin 
during the progress of the Phceaix park mur- 
der trial. The description of O'Donnell, as 
given by the Cape Town authorities, tallies 
exactly with that of Phelan, he being six 
feet in height, about forty-five years of age,. 
with dark hair, blue eyes, and a slight paray- 
sis ofone hand. Phelan has resided in this 
city about twenty-five years, has taken an ac- 
tive part in local politics, and been known as 
an avowed nationalist and a man of remarka- 
ble courage.

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THE FLAMES. 


The Extent of the Devastation Wreught]by the San 
Franciseoe Fire. 


San Francisco, August 6.—Yesterday’s fire 
on Post street laid two-thirds of the entire 
block in ashes. It started in the Winter Gar- 
den theater, a frame building, surrounded by 
other frame structures. From a little below 
the latter on Stockton street tothe armory on 
Post street everything was burned, but the 
tire was confied within these boundaries by 
the efforts of the firemen and was got under 
control by 2:45. Harry Morgan, an actor,was 
burned to death, and several other persons 
fatally injured by jumping from the windows. 
The firemen behaved admirably, saving 
many lives that would otherwise have been 
lost. The losses it is believed do not exceed 
$200 000, insurance $70,000. 

LAWRENCE, Mass., August 6—A disastrous 
fire occurred this afternoon in the mill of the 
Wright Braid manufacturing company, en- 
tailing a loss of $150,000, of *which $90,000 
was on stock, $50,000 on machinery, $10,000 
on the building. The fire was caused by a 
spark from an adjoining foundry. One hun- 
dred and sixty five operatives are thrown out 
of employment. In the room, ready for ship- 
ment, were $75,000 worth of goods, and in the 
basement some $25,600 worth of unmanu- 
factured yarns, which were partly removed. 
The company is insured for $66,000 in seven- 
teen companies. It is expected that full 
operations will be resumed in four weeks.

The publications issued from time to 
time, have imparted much valuable 
and reliable information to all who 
have been so fortunate as to receive 


them. Among the publications we will men- 
tion especially the analysis and soil fests of 
fertilizers, the reports of condition of crops, 
etc., manual of sheep-husbandry, manual on 
the hog, manual on cattle, manual on poultry 
and farmers’ scientific manual is of great val- 
ue to the farmers of the state. 

The distribution of new and improved vari 
eties of seed throughout the state,tnhus prompt 
ly disseminating new and useful varieties, has 
proved very beneficial. We point especially to 
the rust proof and burt varieties of Oats, the 
Dallas wheat and improved varieties of cot- 
ton. Tbrough the inspection of fertilizers, 
even admitting that we pay the fees for in- 
spection, we feel that we get many dollars 
worth of protection for every doliar we pay 
in fees. We might enumerate many other 
respects in which we have

ment, but simply wish to correct the erron- 
eous impression made by the editorial in the 
weekly in regard to the position of farmers 
in Rockdale, in relation to our department o!

On the call of the ro|ll for new matter, Sena- 
tor DuBignon introduced a bill to amend sec- 
tion 229 of the code as to printing supreme 
court reporis. Referred to the judiciary com- 
mittee, 

Senator Smith moved that his resolution 
relating to the appointment of a committee 
of three from thes and tive trom the 
house, to whom should be referred all bills 
relating tothe building of a new capitol, be 


taken from the table.

Agreed to. 

Senator Hoyt was ‘opposed to the passage 
of the resolution. He saw no necessity for it. 
The house had made the consideration of the 
capitol billa special order for next W ednes- 
day. He moved to again table the resolution. 
Agreed to. ‘ 

No further business being on the secretary's 
desk, Senator Tatum moved, at 10.2/, to 
adjourn until to-morrow morning. The mo- 
tion prevailed. 

THE HOUSE. 

The house met at 10 o’clock and was called 
to order by Speaker Garrard. Prayer by Alr. 
Kimsey, of White. The journal was “read 
and approved. 

Mr. Reese. of Wilkes, offered a resolution 
tiat no new matter be introduced after Fri- 
day, the 10th instant, except. by unanimous 
consent. Referred to committee on rules. 

By suspension of the rules, Mr. Johnson, of 
Lee, introduced a bill to change the time of 
holding ordinary’s courtin Lee county. Re- 
ferred to special judiciary committee. 

Mr. Crenshaw of Troup—A resolution pro- 
viding for adjournment on _ the kIst 
of September, and also resolution 
providing for double daily sessions after this 
week. Laid over under the rule. 

The special order was the consideration of 
the general loca! option law. 

Mr. Reese, of Wilkes, moved to displace the 
special order and call the roll of counties for 
the introduction of new matter. 

Mr. Jénkins, of Putnam, add Mr. Shipp, of 
Chattahoochee, opposed the resolution. 

Mr. Pringle, of Washington, chairman of 
the temperance committee, opposed the set 
ting aside of the special order. 

Mr. Reese, of Wilkes, withdrew his mc- 
tion. 

The local option bill was taken up and the 
house considered the fifth section. ‘The ques- 
tion was on adding to the section the proviso 
declaring that the whisky men may procure 
another election when one has gone against 
‘them. On the question the vote in favor of 
adding the proviso, was 55 and against it 59. 
The section was then adopted by 64 to 42. 

The question was then on the passage of 
the bill. 

Mr. Hoge, of Fulton, opposed the passage 
of the bill. He would go as faras he who 
went farthest in the effort to suppres the evils 
of intemperance in a just and constitutional 
manner. He had neverin all his life taken 
one drink of anything that might intoxicate 
him. ( Applause. ) The object of the bill was 
very dear to hin, but this efiort to compass it 
be could not conscientiously, under the consti- 
tution, ixvor. The section excepting certain 
counties which have local laws on the liquor 
question, or those counties that may have 
special laws passed for them at this session, he 
characterizedas ridicuious. The constitution 
declares that all general laws in this state 
shall haye a uniform operation throughout 
the state. He believed that every local liquor 
law passed since 1877, is null and void. The 
whisky question is general in its nature and 
it cannot be regulated by local legislation. 

Mr. Kimsey, of White, said he believed the 
bill to be constitutional. He quoted various 
authorities to prove that the bill falls within 
the line of the constitution. As to the effect 
of such legislation he thought there could be 
nogdoubt that it would be largely beneficial. 

Mr. Jenkins, of Putnam, spoke in favor of 
the bill. He graphically portrayed the evils 
of intemperance in the land—how it wrecked 
homes, ruined genius, made the yoke of pov- 
erty heavier, brought those in plenty to desti- 
tution, and violated even the sanctity of the 
churches of God. The bill proposes to reme- 
dy these evils ina simple, practicable, and 
perfectiy constitutional way. The state 
licenses the whisky traffic and draws from it 
alarge revenue. By so doing it incurs the 
responsibility of strictly regulating it, and 
throwing around it every safe-guard that wil! 
prevent it from encouraging and increasing 
crime. 

Mr. Fallizant opposed the bill. He thought 
the amount of intemperance in Georgia had 
Deel prealuly exaggerated. If evils do exist 
the bill is not the best means of remedyifig 
them. We must strike at the root of the evil 
and not try to smother it over by such legis: 
lation. You cannot legislate virtue into 
men. Referring to the exception in favor of 
domestic wine he said that if anything was 
hateful to his taste it was the sour home made 
stuff. If we can have little to drink give us 
something decent. The idea of. bring- 
ing before the author f worship 
such miserable stuff as that. 
If you have nothing better for sacrament I 
believe it will drive more people from the 
altar than it will bring to it. If this act is 
passed ‘it cannot be enforced. Prepose a bil] 
that is just and consiitutional, and I pledge 
myself to support it. The bill as it now 
stands is unconstitutional and will be worse 
than useless if passed. 

Mr. Sweat. of Clinch, said every opponent 
of the bill professed to be friendly to the ob- 
ject proposed but they offered nothing better. 

Mr. Hoge of Fulton—I am only opposed to 
the ninth section of the bill and I tell the 
gentleman I will vote for the bill. 

Mr. Sweat said that this was the first prop- 
osition of the kind he had heard. Mr. Sweat 
was continuing toargue the bill when Mr. 
Reese of Wilkes asked if he would yield for 
a motion toextend the time of the session. 
Mr. Sweat of Clinch refused to yield and con- 
tinued-his remarks until half past 12 when 
the house adjourned to o'clock Tuesday. 
LEGISLATIVES NOTES. 

Yesterday’s session of the senate was on 
twenty-seven minutes in duration. Th 
keep well up with their work. 

The bill to establish the office of leutenant- 
governor comes up this morning in the sen- 


ate. A lively discussion is expected. 


President Pro Tem. Polhill will occupy the 
president’s chair of the senate during the 
week, President Boynton being granted leave 
of absence until Friday. 

Senator Rouse is an exceedingly attentive 
member, and is regarded by his fellow-sena- 
tors as one of the most valuable members of 
that body. His vote is always cast for what 
he thinks to be right and his views on all ques- 
tions under consideration are generally 
founded after careful study. 


A pleasant party, made up of mem- 
bers of the Georgia legislature, reached 
the city Saturday night and spent Sunday on 
Lookout mountain, returning to the city in 
time to leave en the 2:55 p.m. train. The 
following gentlemen composed the party:

Senators Martin, Mandeville, Parks, Yow, 
Morgan; Representatives Jones, Crittenden, 
Everett, Brown, Sutton, Robbins and Sim- 
mons. Speaking of their Visit to the moun- 
tain, Senator Parks said: ‘*The entire party 
were highly pleased; the scenery was grand 
and we all regret that our time was so limited. 
We have also been looking over the city. It is 
improving very rapidly, and a remarkably 
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good feature of the improvements is that they 
are substantial. Chattanooga presents a cap- 
tivating appearance and is bound to impress 
a stranger.’’ All the gentlemen express 
themselves as being equally delighted with 
their trip.—Chattanooga Times of yesterday.

Mr. W. D. Chipley, vice-president of the 
Pensacoia and Atlantic railroad, has written 
a letter to the controller of Fiorida in regard 
to the increase of the assessment placed upon 
the property of the railway cerporations by 
the state for the year.
